WAY TO SAVE $50,000 


T0 CHARITY SUGGESTED 


— —.—— 


Inheritance Tax Cut if $200,- 


000 of R. H. Stockton Bequests 
Be Spent in Missouri. 


A suggestion on how $50,000 in 
inheritance taxes may be saved on 
$800,000 in bequests to benevolent 
associations from the estate of 
Robert H. Stockton, wealthy St. 
Louis stove manufacturer, if $200,- 
000 of the funds are used for be- 
nevolent or charitable purposes 
in Missouri, has been made to ex- 
ecutors of the estate by Attorney- 
Barrett and Special As- 
sistant Attorney-Genrral Stratton 
Shartel. The inheritance tax goes 
into the State Treasury. 

The bequests involved 
$400,000 to the National Benevo- 
lent Association, to be used under 
the supervision of the Board of 
Church Extension of the Christian 
Church, and another $400.000 to 
the same association, to be used 
under the supervision of the 
Board of Ministerial Relief of the 
Christian Church. The inheri- 
tance tax law provides that be- 
quests are exempt from the tax 
when made to benevolent or 
charitable purposes in Missouri. A 
Claim for exemption has been 
made by the association. re. 
gardless of where the funds are 
used. on the ground that the ex- 
émption applies only to funds 
used in Missouri. 

The Attorney-General! stated the 
tax on each of the bequests would 
be $83,000. or a total of $166,000,, 
if the funds are used outside the 
State. He pointed out that if} 
$100,000 from each of the  be- 
quests was used in Missouri, the 
inheritance tax on the remainder, 
if expended outside the State, 
would be only $116,000, or a say-| 
ing of $50.000 to the association.

Another gap in the building op- 
erations of St. Louls, caused by 
strikes over wages, was bridged 
yesterday when approximately 
3500 atriking building laborers

The new scale provides 75 cents 
an hour for common laborers and 
their helpers and excavators, and 
87% cents an hour fer concreters, 
‘including mixers and carriers. The 


increase of 20 cents an hour and 
rejected an offer of a 10-cent in- 
crease. The new scale will be- 
/come effective tomorrow. 

| About 1500 union painters and

Cunning- 
ham had begun in business life as the pro- 
prietor of a small grocery in Joplin. Tabitha 
Taylor, a woman of about his own age, képt 
house for him. He was successful with his 
store and invested the profits in mining. He 
was successful in this, also, and in 1897 sold 
his grocery and went to Oswego, Kan., where 
he attended school for five years, learning 
reading, writing and arithmetic which up to 
this point in his career had been overlooked. 


After thus acquiring an “education,” he 
went back to Joplin intent upon opening a 
bank. He lacked capital for that venture, 
however, and Tabitha Taylor came to his res- 
cue with $5000, all she had.

A large reward was offered for the capture of the 
robbers, but nothing was heard of them until two 
months later, when an express car on the Ohio & 
Mississippi Railroad was boarded at Marshfield, 
Ind., by a gang of masked men, and robbed of $98,- 
000. The messenger made a brave resistance, but 
could not cope with the robbers, who lifted him 
bodily and hurled him out of the car, down a steep 
embankment, while the train was running at high 


speed. 
All the facts in the case pointed to the Reno broth- 


having been captured by the county officials, were 
taken from their hands and condemned to the same 
fate as their companions. 

Each one, as he was about to be swung off, wag 
asked by the maskers if he had anything to Say. 
The first two shook their heads sullenly, and died 
without speaking. The third, standing on a barrel, 
with the rope around his neck, looked over the 
crowd with contemptuous bravado, and addressing 
them as a lot of “‘mossback Floosiers,”’ said he was 
glad he was not of their class, and was proud to die 
as a good Republican. The barrel was kicked away, 
the rope stiffened with his weight, and there ended 
the career of the sixth member of the band. 

Hard times followed for the surviving Renos. Re-

He and Anderson were now arrested 
om a charge of robbery and of assault

or Government Magistrate, Gilbert Mc-

The prisoners were car- 
ried on to Cleveland by another boat 
and from there were hurried by rail to 
New Albany. where they were placed in 
ail along with “Sim” and William 
Reno. 

The final passage in the history of 
the Reno gang occurred about a month 
later. in the latter part of November, 
1868. when. ome day. a2 passenger car 
was dropped off at Sermour, Ind., some 
distance from the station There was 
nothing remarkable in this, nor did the 
ear attract any attention. That night 
a train passing through Seymour took 


‘up the car and drew itt away. A few 


people about the station when the car 
was taken up remembered afterward 
that this car was filled with strange- 
looking men, who wore Scotch caps and

The same special car in which 
they had come was coupled to this 
train. and dropped off at the switch 
when Seymour was reached. This was 
just before daybreak on a dreary No- 
vember morning. 

Who these 50 men were was never 
discovered. although because of the fact 
that Reno and Anderson had been extra- 
dited from Great Britain. the ceneral 
Goverhment made an investigation. It 
Was rumored. however. and generally 
understood, that the company included 
some of the most prominent people in 
Seymour, among others a number of 
railway and express employes. 


It was found that at the time of the 
Iynching all the telegraph wires leading 
from New Albany nb been cut. so that 
it was noon of the following day before 
the country learned of it. 

The newspapers described the lead- 
er of the party as a2 man of unusual 
stature, who wore a handsome diamond 
ring on the little finger of his right 
hand.

FALL IN LOVE 


OW do spiders make love? It 
is a risky business for the lover, 
who goes in danger of his life, 
for the females have a habit of 
eating the males who go to court them. 
Even the favored swain is often killed in 
course of time. 

| The males, who woo their Sweethearts 
| by dancing to them, are far smaller 
'than those of the other sex, and are 
therefore easy victims. The lady spiders, 
according to “British Spiders,’’ by Mr. 
Edward C. Ash (R. Holden & Co.), often 
allow the unfortunate lover, minus some 
legs, or otherwise seriously injured, a 
sporting chance, and when escape ap- 
pears not quite impossible, realize this 
and hurry to retrieve him. 

In some lady-spiders’ bowers may be 
seen many mutilated males too weary to 
make any attempt to escape, and, per- 
haps, close by a few more lovers hung 
up to ripen! 

Life in spiderland is a precarious busi- 
ness at best. There is endless warfare, 
which eliminate enormous numbers. 
Whilst the babies in the nest are the 
best of friends, no sooner do they start 
web-keeping on their own than brother 
kills brother, sister kills sister, and 
mamma eats a few to help in the work 
of elimination. 

To prevent the attentions of cannibal 
relations, baby spiders often resort to 
aviation. They set sail on their gossa- 
mer and sometimes are blown farther 
than they meant to go. Some sail over 
the sea, and frequently ships-far from 
land are covered suddenly by millions 
of spiders. 

Perhaps the greatest enemy of the 
spider is the ichneumon fly, which has 
the cunning of the criminal he is. The 
fly swoops down towards the spider, 
which drops out of its web and hangs 
on the end of a line below its home. 

The fly settles on the line on which 
the spider hangs, and crawls very slow- 
ly down to its victim. Then it lays an 
egg on the spider's back on a spot which 
the spider cannot reach. 

The ichneumon departs and the 
spider, no worse for the experience, 
crawls back to the web. But in course 
of time the egg hatches, and the larva, 
out of harm’s way, feeds on the spider’s 
body until at last the spider dies from 
exhaustion. 

The species known as wolf spiders 
show marked intelligence. When the 
babies are born they climb up the legs 
of their mother and remain there until 
they are old enough to start life on their 
own. 

Should two mothers engage in a fight, 
the winner ends the war by sucking all 
the liquid out of her late enemy. The 
children, who have taken refuge, then 
return and climb on board once more. 
The mother starts off on her travels, and

an insect far too strong for its size and 
weight, and rather than leave go has 
been carried into the air. Eventually 
the spider has succeeded in getting the 
poison fang into its enemy, and both 
have come crashing to the earth on a 
last journey. 

The zebra spider uses all the wiles of 
the hunter in stalking its prey. Going 
along a fence the creature sees the 
quarry and steps down into a crack, 
along which it runs, hidden from the 
other. Once or twice it peeps out to 
take the lie of the land. At last it 
fastens a line to the wood end makes a 
leap at its prey. If it misses it merely 
swings to and fro on the end of the 
line. 

The water spider builds its home 
under water. It collects air on the sur- 
face and conveys it underneath. After 
many journeys there is sufficient air 
in the web for the spider to remain be- 
low for a considerable time. 


The water ousel, a bird found in the 
Yosemite National Park, has been 
known to build its nest beneath a water 
fall, the parents diving through the 
spray with each morsel of food for 
their young.

R. ARTHUR W. HILL, director 
of Kew Gardens, London, lec- 
tured recently on plants and their 
relation to the health of man. 

One of the most valuable remedies 
yet discovered is quinine. This wonder- 
ful drug, he said, has been known since 
1655, when it passed under the name of 
“Jesuit’s Powder.’’ The bark became 
known in England about 1660, and 
Charles II was considerably relieved by 
it during an attack of fever. 

Two French astronomers who were 
traveling in Peru encountered: the bark, 
and sent it home to Linnaeus, the cele- 
brated botanist, who named it Cinchona 
in honor of the wife of the Spanish 
Viceroy of Peru, who, falling ill of fever, 
was administered quinine by a native 
woman knowing of its medicinal prop- 
erties, and derived much benefit from it. 

The attention of the authorities in 
India was drawn to cinchora, and large 
quantities were shipped there recklessly. 
Naturally, there was a fear of the sup- 
ply being exhausted, but definite steps 
were not taken until 1859-60. 

The quinine bearing country was par- 
titioned up amongst several searchers, 
and a large collection of different spe- 
cies was made and shipped home to 
Kew, with great difficulty, owing to ob- 
struction from the Peruvian Govern- 
ment. Seedlings were then sent to In- 
dia, where the forests of Sikkim were 
finally established. 

The tsetse fly is generally known as 
the bearer of the germs of sleeping sick- 
ness (says a writer in John o’ London’s 
Weekly). The oil from Citronella grass 
keeps away sand flies and mosquitoes, 
but mosquito nets also are advisable.

Camphor is a useful drug that has 
entered into medicine, and bruises, 
sprains and similar slight accidents are 
examples of cases where it may be used 
with good effect. There are two kinds 
of camphor, the one yielding a prac- 
tically worthless oil, and the other the 
solid camphor lumps. The 
hold what is practically a monopoly in 
the production of solid camphor. 


There is one plant which is known in 
history as doing much good and which 
today does a great deal of evil. That is 
the coca plant, from which cocaine is 
cbtained. 


It is a native of South America, and 
the South American Indians carry little 
bags full of dried coca leaves. These 
leaves are chewed much as we smoke to- 
bacco, when they are on journeys, and 
are extremely sustaining. 


Cocaine taken in this form is harm- 
less, and if people would be content to 
chew the dried coca leaves instead of 
taking the concentrated form of the 
drug, no harm would be done. The 
concentrated form of the drug is of 
great value in minor surgical operations, 
such as the extraction of teeth. 


N FORMER days, toothpicks were 
so generally used in the United 
States that visitors from other coun- 
tries frequently commented upon 
the custom. Needless to say, these 
comments were disparaging, and ranged 
from the flippant to the sarcastic. 

Toothpicks are not so commonly 
wielded now, but many people still re- 
gard them as the last course of every 
meal, and most restaurants provide 
them for patrons. The danger of the 
practice, as seen by a dentist, is told in 
the followings words: 

‘The use of the toothpick has become 
such a habit with some people that a 
word of warning should be sounded of 
the evils thereof. Nature, in giving us 
our full complement of teeth, so ar- 
ranged them that each tooth should oc- 
clude with a tooth and a part of another 
tooth of the opposite jaw, so that in the 
event of a loss of a tooth there would 
still be some masticating surface for 
the former occluding tooth. Also, na- 
ture so placed the teeth in relation to 
the teeth next to them, that they should 
have a knuckle contact point such as 
you would see by placing two marbles 
together. 

“The V-shaped space below in lowers 
and above in uppers, should be filled 
with mnature’s healthy, firm, mem- 
braneous cushions, the gums. 

“As a result of injury or faulty den- 
tal service, many cases are clinically ob- 
served where the space between the 
teeth has been increaséd both in depth 
and breadth to such an extent as to 
make use of toothpicks imperative. 
Yet, each time a toothpick is jabbed be- 
tween the teeth it forces gum tissue 
deeper and deeper, carrying infection 
with it, predisposes to formation of a 
pyorrhea pocket and hastens the day 
when that tooth will be lost.
